JOE COSTELLO 
TAKEN TOUS. 
PRISON T0 BEGIN 
S0-MONTH TERM 


He and Joseph Cannel- 
la Depart for Terre 
Haute—C onvicted 
Under National Fire- 
arms Act. 


Joseph G. Costello, ex-con- 
vict head of Ace Cab Co. and 
a central figure in the Green- 
lease ransom investigation, 
left here today to begin a 30- 
months sentence in federal 
prison for conspiracy to violate 
the national firearms act. 

He was accompanied by Jo- 
seph J. Cannella, Ace Cab su- 
pervisor and co-defendant in 
the conspiracy, who is under 
sentence of 18 months. 

United States Marshal Omar 
Schnatmeier and Deputy Mar- 
shal Duane Caldwell left the 
Ace Cab Co. offices, 1835 Wash- 
ington avenue, shortly after 8 
a.m. in an automobile with 
Costello and Cannella. Al- 
though there was no announce- 
ment of their destination, it 
was learned the prisoners were 
being taken to the penitentiary 
at Terre Haute, Ind. 

Cannella arrived at the taxi- 
cab offices at 7:45 a.m. and 
began working on a proposed 
change in cab fares. Costello, 
wearing a business suit, white 
sport shirt and’ a tan topcoat 
and hat, came in 10 minutes 
later. 

Greets Employes. 

After greeting employes and | 

kissing his daughter, Miss Bob- 


bie Costello, a company secre- | 


tary, Costello went into an 
inner office and chatted with | 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. He 
had only 
about three hours’ 
night because of late calls and 
visits by friends and associates. 
When Marshal Schnatmeier 
appeared, Costello said, “I’m 
ready any time you are, mar- 
shal.” He made a final tele- 
phone call to his home, 2626 
Gurney court, and said fare- 
well to his wife, Barbara. On 
the trip through the outer of- 
fice Costello again kissed his 
daughter, who wept quietly. 
He shook hands with drivers 
and supervisors, who crowded 
around him and Cannella. 
“Keep your chins up,. boys,” 


Costello admonished his em-’ 


ployes as he walked out the 
door with Marshal Schnatmeier 
at his side. The group got 
into the marshal’s automobile 
and drove away. 

Legal Moves Exhausted. 

Costello and Cannella ex- 
hausted a series of legal moves 
in their efforts to stay out of 
prison. The United. States Su- 
preme Court twice denied ap- 
peals by the pair. Last Friday 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore overruled a 
motion by Morris A. Shenker, 
attorney for Costello, for a sus- 
pended or reduced sentence. 

Judge Moore, who sentenced 
Costello and Cannella on May 
9. 1957, following a trial be- 
fore a jury, observed in deny- 
ing the defense motion. “After 
the trial Costello told me I was 
a fair judge. I also have a duty | 
to be fair to the prosecution | 
and to society.” 

During the nine-day trial the 
Government introduced  evi- 
dence that Costello and Can- 
nella conspired to transport 
three new .38-caliber Smith, & 
Wesson revolvers from Illinois 
to Missouri. The law prohibits 
a person who has been convic- 
ted of a felony from shipping 
firearms in interstate com- 
merce. Costello was convicted 
of burglary in 1936 and served 
a two-year term in the Missouri 
penitentiary.

—A bill to increase maximum 
monthly benefits for recipi- 
ents of old-age assistance, gen- 
eral relief and aid to disabled 
persons was reported favor- 


ably in the Missouri House of | 


Representatives today. 


In addition, the bill would 


revamp the formula for pay- | 


ment of benefits under the aid- 
to-dependent-cnildren program 
and would provide hospital or 
nursing-home care for welfare 
recipients needing it. 

The bill, first of Gov. James 
T. Blair’s recommended legis- 
lative acts, was one of 
measures reported unanimous- 
ly by the House Committee on 
Social Security following a 
hearing last night. 


The second bill, also recom- 
mended for passage by 
committee, would permit old- 
age pensioners to reside with 
relatives, regardless of the rel- 
atives’ income, without becom- 
ing ineligible to receive bene- 
fits. 

Similar measures have been 
submitted to the Legislature 
regularly in recent sessions, 
but without success.

Foe 
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Eyes Front on Germany 


The key to an understanding of the Soviet 
proposal for a 28-nation conference to work 
out a German peace treaty may lie in some- 
thing the Russian leaders have been repeating 
on évery possible occasion. As Khrushchev 
told Senator Humphrey, and as Mikoyan. is 
reported to have stressed in a memo for the 
State Department, what the men in the Krem- 
lin want are proposals for a German settle- 
ment from the West. 

Unacceptable as the Soviet suggestions are 
in many respects, it would be short-sighted of 
the West to content itself with merely reject- 
ing them. The Kremlin’s insistent request 
for Western proposals offers reason to hope 
that the Russians could be ready for serious 
negotiation. If that is true, the West should 
go half way—not by merely repeating plans 
for Germany which helped create the pres- 
ent deadlock, but by developing new plans 
which might resolve it.

For example, it is frequently said with 
horror that the West could never consent to 
the long-standing Soviet contention that the 
unification of Germany should be left to the 
Germans themselves. To permit the East 
Germans to negotiate with the West Germans, 
it was said, would mean recognition of East 
Germany—and this the West would never, 
never grant. 

Nevertheless ways could be found to permit 
all-German discussions without involving dip- 
lomatic recognition. Just as Bonn officials 
have negotiated with the East German gov- 
ernment over day-to-day economic relations, 
so they could talk about political questions if 
everybody concerned were willing. And it 
might be interesting to find out whether any 
fruitful suggestions would come from such 
discussions. Certainly we know that Big Four 
negotiations on German unity have been 
bogged down for years. What harm would 
come from letting the Germans themselves 
find out whether they could do any better? 

The Soviets keep hinting at some form of 
confederation between the two Germanys. On 
its face the idea does not sound too promising. 
But would anybody's vital interests really be 
endangered by exploring the possibilities? If 
by some chance a way could be found to set 
up a confederation and at the same time per- 
mit East and West Germany to retain their 
separate social and political structures, per- 
haps then it would be easier to achieve the 
demilitarization of all Germany as well as 
some parts of Eastern Europe.

The State Department has taken the un- 
usual step of publishing a 53-page pamphlet 
analyzing last November's Soviet note on 
Berlin. Most of the pamphlet is devoted to 
refuting Soviet propaganda which accused 
the West of responsibility for Hitler's rise 
and the outbreak of World War II. In effect, 
the refutation. consists of a counter-charge 
that it was the Russians who brought on the 
war by dealing with Hitler. 

Would it not be helpful for diplomacy on 
both sides to leave this stale argument to his- 
tory? Nearly 20 years after the events which 
brought about World War II, the world’s great 
need is not to fix the blame for them, but to 
arrest any events which may lead to World 
War Ill. So long as there is the faintest 
chance of reaching a settlement on Germany 
and European security, our country’s diplo- 
matic energies should be concentrated on the 
future, not the past. 


$1,000,000 With No Strings 

An undisclosed donor's gift of $1,000,000 in 
securities to Washington University is note- 
worthy in these days when taxes militate 
against big gifts such as those John D. Rocke- 
feller made when the University of Chicago 
was established at the turn of the century. 


Even more noteworthy ts the absence of 
Stipulations as to how the university is to 
use the money. It may be more satisfying to 
a donor to provide funds for a building on 
which his name may be inscribed, but this 
leaves the school with the burden of main- 
tenance. Or it may be potentially profitable 
for a donor to support a special research 
project. But an unrestricted gift—or the in- 
come from it—may be used where the shoe 
pinches most painfully; and for that univer- 
sity administrators are truly grateful. 

It is also interesting that the university re- 
ceived this gift under a plan which provides 
payment of income from the sum so long as 
the donor and his wife continue to live. Ina 
sense, this postpones the usefulness of the 
gift, but the life income provision should at- 
tract many a gift which otherwise would not 
be made for a number of years, if at all. 


The School Filings 

There was a kind of wry symbolism in the 
competition to file first for the School Board 
the other midnight. The Board’s political 
weathervane, Charles J. Dyer, who is seeking 
his fourth straight six-year term, won the race. 
Accordingly, his name will be at the top of 
the candidates’ list in the 16 St. Louis wards 
in which voting machines are used. This is 
supposed to give him an edge of sorts with 
those who vote blindly. 

Mr. Dyer didn’t bother to show up in per- 
son; he sent his nephew as proxy. Judging 
by past performances, that is the kind of cam- 
paign he will conduct. He has got into the 
habit of making no campaign speeches. He 
concentrates instead on getting indorsed for 
the nonpartisan post by all 28 Democratic 
ward committeemen and as many of the Re- 
publicans as he can swing. On election day 
he usually leads the field. 

Another incumbent who sent a proxy was 
Dr. James J. McCaffery, a former Board presi- 
dent who narrowly escaped ouster because 


ousted for his part in the McCaffery affair, 
McCaffery invariably 
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much interest jumped by more than 35 per 
cent. Does that give any clue as to why the 
Dyer-McCaffery Board is now talking of raid- 
ing the city earnings tax to avoid a deficit? 

Friends of the schools have until Jan. 29 to 
persuade first-class candidates to file for the 
four Board seats that will be at stake. One 
such candidate is Daniel L. Schlafly, an incum- 
bent who appeared in person for the filings. 
Three others of his caliber would give the 
people clear alternatives to the usual run of 
“regular” school candidates. 


After the Rules Debate 


The best chance in years to make a basic 
change in the Senate rule which permits fili- 
busters to thwart the majority of the upper 
branch of Congress has gone down in defeat. 
But it was well worth the fight and Senators 
Douglas, Humphrey, Javits and Case and 
their colleagues deserve the salute of all who 
believe in majority rule. 

Although many of the supporters of the 
Lyndon Johnson proposal were not Southern- 
ers, the victory in the end was a victory for 
the Dixiecrats. The Russells and Eastlands 
and Hollands want to be in a position to block 
any civil rights legislation which they do not 
like. And so they voted against the Douglas 
and Morton proposals. The first which 
would have required a constitutional majority, 
lost 67 to 28, and the second which called for 
a three-fifths vote, failed, 58 to 36. Then 
with the support of far too many Northern 
and Western Democrats and much too large 
a proportion of Republicans, the day was 
carried for the Johnson “compromise,” 72 
to 22. 

But the amendment offered by the adroit 
Majority Leader from Texas is no compromise 
at all. A rule to close debate by two-thirds 
of those present and voting (the Douglas pro- 
posal was by a majority after a 15-day debate) 
does no more than restore the rule by which 
the Senate was governed on this point from 
1917 to 1949. Thus the Johnson change is 
merely to go back to the rule which was in 
force 10 years ago when an effort to liberalize 
the rule ended fantastically with a more 
stringent one than before 

There has been a lot of talk about obliga- 
tion during the filibuster rule debate—the 
obligation on the part of the majority to pro- 
tect the rights of the minority. Now that 
the Johnson modification has been voted—and 
it is a minimum if ineffective step in the 
right direction—what about the obligation on 
the part of the Southerners to do some mak- 
ing good from their side? 

Let them now show good faith by a far 
greater measure of compliance with the Su- 
preme Court decision of 1954 against public 
school segregation. Let them take the steps 
which many legislators believe Congress ought 
now to be enforcing through more stringent 
civil rights laws. Let them prove that they 
do not hang onto the filibuster only to hold 
it in reserve against legislation which reflects 
sectional prejudice on race. 

Again we commend the valiant band which 
mustered 28 votes for the Douglas proposal. 
The showdown vote put the Senate on record 
for and against the halting of a filibuster by 
a constituttional majority, and that will go 
down in congressional history. The next 
fight will take up from there. 


Manned Satellite 


Congratulations are due to the McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. for its successful bid on a 
contract to develop a manned satellite capsule 
for the National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. McDonnell began engineering 
work on a space capsule capable of orbiting 
the earth more than a year ago. By the time 
NASA formally requested bids late in 1958, 
much of the advanced planning and design 
was already under way. So it is not surpris- 
ing that the St. Louis firm should be selected 
over 11 others to proceed with a significant 
project in space research. Vicariously, St. 
Louis may share with McDonnell the thrill of 
helping to put a man into space. 


A Study of Featherbedding 


The nation’s railroads, commenting as a 
group on the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s rail passenger report, want a high-level 
study, possibly by a presidential commission, 
of featherbedding. They also urge repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on passenger tickets. We 
believe they deserve both. 

If preceding developments had not wak- 
ened the country to the seriousness of the 
rail passenger crisis, surely the testimony pre- 
sented for the United States Army before the 
ICC must have done so. Judge Advocate 
General George W. Hicksman Jr., speaking 
for the Secretary of the Army, testified that 
further reductions in passenger service would 
impair national defense. 

Many causes contribute to the huge passen- 
ger deficit which is the railroads’ chief head- 
ache. Featherbedding is only one of them, but 
an important one. 

As for the tax on passenger travel, it was 
enacted, along with a tax on freight, in World 
War Ll, to discourage the use of public car- 
riers. The justification for it having disap- 
peared with the end of the war, the 3 per 
cent freight tax was repealed by Congress 
last year. Still less justifiable than the freight 
tax is the passenger tax of 10 per cent, which 
is larger and a burden on the losing end of the 
railroad business. 

Out of the hearings which the ICC is con- 
ructing there Will come, we hope, a positive 
set of recommendations to deal with the rail 
passenger crisis.

Warning labels have 
long been required on prescriptions contain- 
ing ingredients that would be harmful if 
taken internally. 

Detergents, nail polishes, cleaning fluids 
and the neutralizers used in home permanent 
waves also contain hazards to small children 
although many housewives are not aware of 
it, pediatricians have complained to the FDA.

County Freeholder Bryan Purteet Says Plan Will Do

That action must be taken now to 
solve the problems of this area is 
self-evident.

One of the powers under the Con- 
stitution which is supported by a 
substantial number of the Free- 
holders permits the people of city 
and county to consolidate the terri- 
tories and governments of the city 
and county into one political subdi- 
vision under the municipal govern- 
ment of the City of St. Louis.” 

This means outright merger. If 
adopted, it would wipe out all the 
municipalities in the county, as well 
as the county government 

Such a consolidation would have 
the effect of extending the school 
district of St. Louis to include all 
the schools of St. Louis county. In 
other words, there would be one, big 
school district. This, I think, is un- 
wise from a school standpoint and 
from the standpoint of taxation. 

_ Another result would be that the 
consolidation would not solve the 
transportation problem. One of the 
principal reasons for appointing the 
Board of Freeholders was to effect 
a rapid transit system with low-cost 
fares. This can only be attained 
through local regulation. 
Mathematician Not Required 


In view of the fact that the St. 
Louis City Charter would apply to 
the consolidated area, and in view 
of the further fact that the Missouri 
Supreme Court has held unconstitu- 
tional the provisions in the charter 
purporting to permit the city to 
regulate the transportation company, 
the consolidated government would 
have no more authority to accom- 
plish the purposes desired than the 
present city government. 

There are many other results of 
consolidation which, in my opinion, 
would create chaos and confusion 
and cost the taxpayers millions of 
dollars. For instance,, if the city and 
county were consolidated, the city 
police force and the city fire depart- 
ment would be extended to include

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey, 
which is the most comprehensive 
study of metropolitanism ever made 
in the United States, rejected con- 
solidation of city and county because 
it was unacceptable to many resi- 
dents who felt it would remove local 
government too far from the peo- 
ple. 

Re-entry of St. Louis into the 
county was rejected by the Survey 
because it offered no solution to 
areawide problems. Annexation was 
rejected because it was manifestly 
unfair and because it would meet 
widespread opposition in St. Louis 
county. 

The Survey recommended the cre- 
ation of a metropolitan district gov- 
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ernment as being the most appro- 


1956 


priate method of coming to grips 
with areawide problems and as be- 
ing the governmental device readily 
adaptable to local circumstances. 

The Survey's reasons for support- 
ing a district plan are so cogent, 
logical and practical that it seems 
most likely to receive voter accep- 
tance. 

Realizing my own limitations in 
this most complex and difficult field, 
1 patterned a district plan after that 
recommended by the Survey. The 
plan creates a metropolitan district 
composed of the city and county, to 
be known as the “Greater St. Louis 
City-County District.” 

The district government would 
have jurisdiction of only six opera- 
tions—traffic, arterial roads, public 
transportation, planning, civilian de-

fense and the uniform assessment 
and collection of taxes for all gov- 
ernmental units in the area. 

All other functions of the cities, 
towns and villages and the county 
government would remain as they 
are today. 

A master traffic plan for the en- 
tire district would be made. Main 
highways would be operated by the 
district in order to eliminate conges- 
tion. On-street and off-street parking 
would be regulated. Fares, routes and 
services of publie transit would be 
regulated. The district, when autho- 
rized by a special vote of the people, 
could own and operate a public tran- 
sit system. 

The plan provides a legislative 
body to be known as a Board of Su- 
pervisors, four of whom would be 
elected from the city and four from 
the county. The chief executive of 
the district would be known as the 
District Administrator and would be 
elected at large by the voters of the 
city and the county. 


When and If Voted 


The plan contains provisions for 
initiative and referendum of district 
legislation and recall of officers, and 
provides a method for its amendment 
to include additional services when 
and if authorized by a vote of the 
people. 

If the plan is adopted by the board 
it would be submitted to a vote of 
the people at an election to be held 
in November 1959 

If approved by the voters, an in- 
terim Board of Supervisors and an 
administrator appointed by the may- 
or of St. Louis and the supervisor 
of St. Louis county would immedi- 
ately go to work to set up and or- 
ganize the district government. 

But the actual assumption of du- 
ties and responsibilities by the dis- 
trict government would not take 
place until after the first regular 
election to be held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in April 
1960, when the people would elect 
the regular supervisors and district 
administrator. 

The plan contains the usual safe- 
guards for the removal of unfaithful 
officers, the bonding of officials, the 
establishment of a civil service sys- 
tem and other details, such as, en- 
acting ordinances and the financing 


, of the district. 


This plan would unite the city and 
the county and all of its municipali- 
ties and open the way to progress 
of the metropolitan area.

FRANCIS V. LLOYD JR. had been at his new job as 
superintendent of the Clayton School district only a few months 
when he had a call from Donald Danforth, president of Ralston 


Purina Co. 


Lloyd, a newcomer to this part of the country, 


admits with a blush that neither the name Danforth nor Purina 
meant much to him then (“Now my dog eats their chow all 
the time,” he says loyally) but he soon learned that the Dan- 
forth Foundation had been active in the support of college 
academic programs and wanted to do something on the high 


school level. 
A mutual friend, Wells 
Kerr, retired dean of Exeter 


Academy, had suggested that 
Danforth get together with 
Lloyd. 


Out of this fortuitous meet- 
ing has come something of 
benefit to the entire metropoli- 
tan St. Louis area. For when 
Danforth and the foundation’s 
executive director, Kenneth L 
Brown, had finished asking 
Lloyd's opinion on various pro- 
posals which had been made to 
the foundation, they concluded 
with a polite, “And do you 
happen to have any other 
ideas?” 

“It just so happens,” Lloyd 
said with a smile, and began 
describing the project about 
which he had dreamed for a 
long time. 

It was this dream which has 
become the Mark Twain Sum- 
mer Institute, a vacation time 
program for academically able 
high schoo! students, which will 
hold its first sessions June 15 
and taking applications

At this six-week session, 
to be held at Clayton High 
School and Washington Uni- 
versity, 200 youngsters from 
this area will study Greek, 
Russian, advanced sciences 
and many other things which 
they are unable to get in 
regular classes. It is an at- 
tempt to give special atten- 
tion to that group which 
many educators feel is neg- 
lected—the bright student. 


“You might say that all stu- 
dents fit somewhere in this 
curve,” Robert D. Snyder, su- 
perintendent of the Parkway 
School District and director of 
the new institute, said. “The 
unusually gifted are a small 
segment at one end, the re- 
tarded at the opposite end, and 
the average range somewhere 
in this wide span between the 
two. 

“We've done a lot for the 
average student and in recent 
years we've tried to do more 
for the retarded, and certain- 
ly no one would deny them 
that attention, but the fact is 
that the future of our country 
may rest with those at this 
gifted end of the curve. And in 
the typical public school, we're 
doing little, if anything, for the 
academically talented young- 
ster.” 


Lloyd had voiced a similar 
idea to his school board at his 
first meeting with them and 
had pointed out that Clayton 
was in a good position to take 
the necessary leadership. 

“It's one thing to say to some 
struggling outlying school dis- 
trict that they ought to do 
more,” he said, “and another 
to show them how they can do 
more when they're struggling 
to kcrep up with population in- 
creases. I know one school 
which no sooner completes a 


building than it has to start on. 


It's a wonder they get 
anything done. In Clayton, 
we're fortunate to have a sta- 
bilized population and excel- 
lent facilities. We should try to 
do something to benefit the 
whole area.”

GLORIA WRITES: 


BY THE END of August I 
had closed the Paris house and 
returned to New York.

First Variety Week 


ANDERSON, Ind., Jan. 13. 


JUST BEFORE leaving New York last Saturday I re- 
ceived some information about an organization that was lit- 
tle known to me before. It is called Variety Clubs Inter- 
national, and the group this year is marking its first Variety 
week, which is currently running from Jan. 12 to 18. 


Variety Clubs International came into being 
because of a very small, but touching, incident. A 
baby was left in the lobby of the Pittsburgh Shera- 
ton Square theater, with the following note at- 
tached: “Please take care of my baby. Her name 
is Catherine. I can no longer take care of her. I 
have eight others. My husband is out of work. I 
have always heard of the goodness of show busi- 
ness and I pray to God you will look out for her. 
A Heart-Broken Mother.” 


The local Variety club adopted the baby. Others fol- 
lowed, and gradually the idea spread throughout the coun- 
try and into Mexico and Canada and to London and Dublin. 

The various Variety clubs are made up of show people 
of every description, and they have adopted circus phrases 
to describe the various facets of their organization. For in- 
stance, a cal] for help is sent out as “Hey, Rube!” Each 
club president is called the chief barker. Each treasurer is 
called the dough guy. And all the clubs combined are re- 
ferred to as the circus. 


Since it began the organization has raised $75,000,000 
and in 1958 it pledged a total of $2,519,000 for the various 
activities supported by the various member clubs. 


The organization gives an annual humanitarian 
award —~a gift of $1000 and a silver plaque — to 
someone who has rendered conspicuous service to- 
ward mankind's betterment, and the members don’t 
even choose the recipients. A committee of edi- 
tors, publishers and college presidents participate 
in this choice. 


The objective of Variety Clubs International is, of 
eourse, to make life happier for unhappy children wherever 
they may find them and it surely has chalked up a great 
many successes. Certainly, the organization commands the 
respect of the public and deserves greater knowledge and 
support for the activities that it carries out.

World’s Best TV Commercials

COM can be beau- 
tiful. If you, as an average TV 
viewer, react to this idea with 
skepticism, you should see 
Harry Wayne McMahan’s sam- 
ples of prize winning commer- 
cials from the recent Venice 
Film Festival. 

McMahan, a vet- 
eran in the television business, 
author of two textbooks and 
more than 3000 commercials, 
was the American judge at the 
Film Festival, where 698 en- 
tries were screened in one 
week. Sounds awful, McMahan 
admits, but many of the com- 
mercials were such artistic 
achievements that it was 4 de- 
light instead of drudgery. 

In a series of talks to adver- 
tising, art and TV people, in- 
cluding an appearance before 


the Women’s Advertising Club 


of St. Louis here last week, 
McMahan endeavored to show 
Americans how European tele- 
vision and theater commercials 
utilize art forms, music, satire 
and a minimam of words. His 
succinct message to American 
advertisers: 

“We are talking ourselves 
to death.” 

Not that Americans 
without honors in the Film 
Festival. Only 15 American 
commercials were entered and 
there were two prize vinners 
and two honorable mentions, 
both of the latter being prod- 
ucts of the Gardner Advertis- 
ing Co. of St. Louis. Beatrice 
Adams, vice president of Gard- 
ner, was one of the four Amer- 
ican delegates to the festival 
in September, the others being 
McMahan, his wife, Gloria, and 
Jay Berry, of Alexander Film 
Cc

0. 

“We talked a lot, the four of 
us, about why Europeans are 
ahead of us visually,” said Mc- 
Mahan, “and we agreed that it's 
because of their language bar- 
riers. In a country like France 
where you hear four languages 
constantly, you have to learn 
to communicate without words. 
You walk down the street and 
you don’t see a sign that says 
‘Telephone’ but a picture. At a 
school crossing, there’s a sil- 
houette of children with books, 
at a train crossing, an engine 
puffing smoke. 

“We're a nation of 170 mil- 
lion people all speaking the 
same language, and we're 
talking ourselves to death. 
Radio started it and TV is 
compounding the felony.” 


Having said that pictures are 
worth more than quite a few 
words, it is embarrassing to ad- 
mit that there are no illustra- 
tions available of these prize 
winning commercials, but here 
are some word pictures of the 
winners with which McMahan 
has been impressing audiences: 

A completely wordless Italian 
aerosol] bomb commercial in 
which insects, to the tune of 
“Flight of the Bumblebee,” form 
geometric shapes, zigzag lines, 
patterns, as they elude swat- 
ting, stick-paper, and slapping 
devices, until the. bomb tri- 
umphs. 

A French bakery commercial, 
in which a pretty housewife is 
shown whipping up a cake 
with train sound effects. Chug- 
chug-chug goes the eggbeater, 
puff-puff goes the housewife,

This film, McMahan says, “sur- 
passes Disney at his ‘Fantasia’ 
best.” 

McMahan does not take the 
stand that everything in the 
American picture is bad, every- 
thing on the foreign side good. 
He had high praise for the two 
American winners, a Calo Cat 
food cartoon of a lordly lion 
advising a kitten, and a color- 
ful Chemstrand musical com- 
mercial with the fashion hint 
that, “The lady isn’t dressed 
unless her legs are, too.” 

He considers excellent in 
their field the “honorable 
mention” Gardner commer- 
cials, produced by Kling in 
Chicago, one a mouth-water- 
ing, appetite-appealing Duncan 
Hines blueberry pancake mix 
commercial, the other a “dog 
dream,” in which a real dog, 
pushing a cart in a_ super- 
market seleets his own Purina 
Dog Chow. 

“You look at 20 top Ameri- 
can films and they’ re great,” 
McMahan says, “but there's no 
denying that ‘European com- 
mercials are visually smarter. 
They've used large screen 
theater advertising longer .and 
had more experience. They're 
more advanced in poster art. 
Italy is ahead of us in fresh 
cartoon styling. Germany sur- 
passes us technically.

Vignettes 


The "Lost State of Franklin,” of which present-day Green- 
ville, Tenness@e, was the capital from 1785 to 1788, is 
described as the smallest and most short-lived state in 
the history of the U.S. It was founded by inhabitants of 
what now comprises part of eastern Tennessee, At the 
first assembly at Greenville early in 1785, John Sevier, 
popular soldier and leader, was elected governor for « 
3-year term. Courts were established, taxes levied, laws 
enacted, and a constitution adopted. The State of Frank- 
lin failed of federal recognition and the region reverted 
temporarily te North Carolina. 


History 


The incident depicted here is Sevier's dramatic rescue 
from the courtroom during his trial on a charge of treason 
brought by the new governor of North Carolina. Friends 
of Sevier's brought his fleet-footed mare to the court- 
house, and left her standing in full view from the open 
door. The leader of the rescue elbowed his way into the 
courtroom, distracted the judge's attention, and by « 
gesture indicated te Sevier the waiting animal at the 
door. In the momentary confusion, Sevier bounded from 
the room, sprang onte his horse and was eff. Sevier, idol 
of the settlers, became Tennessee's first governor.
